In late March 1948, the following information was received by source from an 
employee of Gorlos Forward Banner Government: Because of the violent clashes 
between the Mongole and the Chinese Communists in Inner Mongolia, Mongols who 
could no longer bear the Chinese Communist oppression began moving to the 
Hsingan Mountains and to the Hnlunbuir district. Some 20,000 (7) treope under 
Asgan went to the Mongolian Peonle's Republic (MPR) where they were well 
received but disarmed. 


2. A few days later a message was received by source from a messenger from Aszan 
stating that he was going to the MPR because he could no longer tolerate

3. In late June the following information was received by source from another of 
Asgan’s messengers!

4%. In early Auguet an IMAG employee in Seuningchieh renorted to source that Asgan had 
died suddenly in July; a few days later seurce heard the same story in Mukden from 
a Fongol officer with the Nattonaliat forces.

Comment. The above information adds little to the last revort 

concerning the whereabouts of Asgan. Since the information is-from independent 
informante, 1t is presented as possible confirmation of Asgan's vresence in the MPR. 
The figures 20,000 and 30,000 are extremely doubtful. Source believes that Asgan's 
measage regarding the 30,000 troona in training was meant to indicate that these 
troovs vere being trained to return to Inner Monzolia under Asgan to fight the 
Chinese Comrunists or, at least, te strengthen II'PSPA forces so that the Conrme- 
niates would no longer be a threat.) 
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
